The H e r a l d has several tim es called 
attention to “ The P ala ce/’ a place of re­ 
freshment about to be opened in the 
Wilson block, corner of First and Spring 
streets, in this city. The prim e movers 
in this enterprise are Mr. Schnrtz, who 
was mainly instrum ental in the starting 
of the Vienna, and Mr. Forster, who is 
also known to fame in Los Angeles in the 
catering line. 
For weeks a neat gang of 
men have been at work busy as waiters

The power generated by this machine 
operates the elevator, and runs an elec­ 
tric dynamo by which the place is to be 
lighted with incandescent lights. 
But 
old m an Shurtz never misses a point. 
He has provided also a complete outfit 
for lighting the place with gas, in case at 
any time there should be any trouble 
wilh the electric lights. 
In the inner corner of th e main room 
totfc^cold luuch counter, with all its 
appointments complete. I t is provided 
with its own refrigerator, as are all the 
separate departm ents of the place. 
Along the inner back wall of the great 
floor runs the main counter, w ith the 
refrigerator for the beer by its side. This 
is, like the rest of the place, perfection 
in all its details. There is no acces­ 
sory to such a business known in the best 
places in America or Europe that is not 
provided here. 
Mr. Bchurtz and Mr. 
Forster have spent too long an appren­ 
ticeship in this business and have seen 
too m any of the best establishments of 
the world to leave out anything essential, 
or even desirable, yes even obtainable. 
Near the Spring street entrance there 
are a number of private rooms, each of 
which is complete in itself, or all can be 
thrown into one room for the accommo­ 
dation of large parties.

The only officers now left 
therefore are W. G. Prudhomme as 
Superintendent and m aster of labor; J. 
J. Evans, in charge of clerical work and 
W. G. Spilman as Receiver. 
A complete reorganization has also 
been made of the train service and oper­ 
ating departm ent, and as a result a sav­ 
ing of $701.25 on fuel and $1,167 50 on 
labor, a total of $1,868 75, has been 
effected monthly on th e expense sheets. 
This will, therefore, place the road in a 
position where it will be able to pay its 
creditors and get on a good substantial 
basis again, for, by the policy inaugu­ 
rated, the road will, for the first time in 
its history, have a balance over-running 
expenses.

It is said that 
a petition is being formulated, asking for 
the removal of Mr. Spilman from the 
receivership.

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WHO KILLED CRONIN ? 


No End of Sensations in This 
Celebrated Case. 


BRITISH SPY THEORY RENEWED. 


W hat the Defense 
W ill Attempt 
to Prove — Four Jurors 
Accepted. 


(Associated Press D ispatches to th e H ira ld ] 


Guicaqo, September 18.—A local paper 
this evening prints a sensational article 
regarding the Cronin case. 
It says the 
lawyers for the defense claim to be in 
possession of evidence showing that the 
m urderers of Dr. Cronin were paid rep­ 
resentatives of 
th e English Govern­ 
m ent which had been duped by Cronin, 
who waB supposed 
by the British 
authorities to be one of their American 
spies. The form this evidence has taken 
and in which it will be presented at the 
trial on behalf of th e defense, is a num ­ 
ber of letters w ritten by Miss Le Caron, 
daughter of the notorious witness in the 
Parnell case, to her affianced husband in 
Chicago. 
These 
letters 
have been 
w ritten from London at brief intervals 
ever since Miss Le Caron joined her 
father in that city last winter. 
The 
story outlined in the letters is to the 
effect th at Le Caron and Burlingham, 
w ith whom he was in partnership on the 
N orth Side, were both British spies; 
th a t 
Dr. 
Cronin 
learned 
their 
real 
character, 
and 
that 
in 
or­ 
der 
to 
m aintain 
a 
fuller insight 
into their plans perm itted them to think 
he could be hired. 
He apparently ac­ 
cepted their proposition th at he enter 
the American branch of the English 
Secret Service, and obtained all their in­ 
formation without giving any in return. 
They became 
suspicious and sought 
to obtain from him certain papers given 
him in his supposed career of spy. 
He 
refused to give them up. 
Meanwhile 
Le Caron was summoned to England to 
testify against Parnell. 
Burlingham was 
told to obtain from Cronin the docu­ 
ments, but Cronin 
refused to yield 
them 
and 
threatened 
an exposure 
of English practices in America. It was 
resolved to rob him of the papers, and it 
was in that attem pt that the doctor was 
killed. 
Burlingham has since sold out 
his drug store and disappeared. 


SOME OF TH E WITNESSES. 
The Evening Journal has the same 
story in substance, and adds that in op­ 
position thereto it is claim ed that a t the 
proper stage of the Cronin trial the pros­ 
ecution will produce as witnesses T. J . 
K irby, who was in Chicago as an agent of 
the British Government some tim e be­ 
fore the Cronin m urder, looking into the 
secrets of the Clan-na-Gael, Le Caron, 
the spy, and Patrick Cooney, familiarly 
know as “ The Fox." Le Caron, it is 
alleged, 
has 
revealed 
to American 
detectives the nam es of certain men on 
whom 
suspicion 
has 
not heretofore 
rested. 
FOUR JURORS ACCEPTED. 


C h i c a g o , September 18.—Proceedings 
in the Cronin case were not resumed 
until 1 o’clock this afternoon, Judge Mc­

In no departm ent of the city govern­ 
ment are the people more anxions to see 
economy and good business tact exer­ 
cised than in that which controls our 
public schools. They have just voted, 
with great unanim ity, to incar a debt of 
$200,000 for the 
purpose of erecting 
twelve new school houses so as to ac­ 
commodate all our school children, and 
to give them fall instead of half-tim e at­ 
tendance. The incidental expenses of 
furnishing these 
new buildings with 
desks and other necessary supplies will 
be very great, and unless the Board of 
Edncation is shrewd in making its bar­ 
gains, there will be extravagance and waste 
of money on every hand. We adverted 
yesterday to the fact that the represent­ 
ative of one of the firms th at have jnst 
put in bids to supply the departm ent 
with desks, etc., had made statem ents 
before the Board when questioned abont 
his bid that aroused suspicion. 
He was 
asked why his bid was so much higher 
than last year, when the contract was 
awarded to his house, and he answered 
th at it was on account of the higher rate 
of freight. 
W hen, however, he was 
confronted with the fact that the Board 
had paid the freight, he was nonpluseed 
and tried to recover himeelf by alleging 
th at 
the 
goods 
he 
was 
offering 
this year 
were superior in quality 
to 
those 
sold 
last, 
and 
then 
went on to explain th a t the last year's 
desks were going to pieces. This was a 
very carious development, in view of the 
fact that the firm in question was under­ 
stood to guarantee their desks to last ten 
years with good care and usage. 
We have taken the pains to look pretty 
closely into this subject of bids for dosks, 
and we find th at the Board of Edncation 
will make a very serions m istake if they 
accept the report of the committee and 
make the award as recommended. The 
bid is as follows—and we may here say 
th at 
there 
was 
but 
a very slight 
difference between the prices put in by 
any of the bidders: 
For Nos. 1, 1 %, 2 
and 2% desks, $4.30 each set; for 3, 
3%, * »nd 4%, $4.00 each ; for 5, 5b, 6 
and 6b, $3.75 each. These are the bids 
for the "Trium ph” desks delivered free on 
board at th e factory. 
The city would be 
required to pay the freight besides, and 
th at wonld add 78 cents each to the $4.30 
class, or a total cost to the city of $5.08 
each; to the $4 00 class, 62 cents, a total 
of $4.62 each ; and 48% cents to the $3.75 
class, a total of $4.23% each. 
Now, are these fair prices, or are they 
not? The result of our research shows 
th a t they are very far from it. Thsee 
same desks can be bought in San Fran­ 
cisco in lots of fifty sets as follows: Nos 
1 and 2, at $3.85 each; Nos. 3 and 4, at 
$3.66 each ; Nos. 5 and 6, at $3 50 each, 
and delivered here in carloads at $75 per 
car carrying 22,000 pounds. 
It will here 
be seen th a t the Board of Education 
wonld be egregionely imposed upon and 
the people’s money unnecessarily waBted 
if the bid should be accepted. 
The cost of No. 1 etc. desks in Chicago, 
according to the trade scale of prices, I 
$1.90 ea ch ; freight added, 78 cents 
total, $2.68, against $5 08 each, as per 
bid. Excess per desk, $2.40. 
Nos. 3 
and 4, $1.75—add 62 cents for freight, 
total $2.37, against $4.62 as per b id ; ex­ 
cess per desk, $2.25; and Nos. 5 and 6, 
$1.50—add 48% cents 
freight, total, 
$1.98%, against $4 23 cost as per bid; 
excess per desk, $2 24%. The average of 
excess of cost as per bid over the trade 
price in Chicago, with freight added, is 
$2.29% per desk. As the Board will 
have at least sixty class rooms to far- 
niflh with fifty desks each, within the 
year for which the bid is made, there 
will be three thousand desks required 
under the contract, so that in this one 
item alone the city wonld be sweated ont 
of $6,890 more than she onght to pay. This 
is a nice little plnm of itself, and we call 
the attention of the Board of Edncation 
to it for the parpóse of showing that 
body that the city will be badly fleeced 
if this little job is perm itted t6 be carried 
ont. 
The bids sbonld be rejected. 


No q u e s tio n public spirit is the main­ 
spring that pats the inflaences in motion 
oat of which grow great cities. Chicago 
enjoys an exceptionally fine commer­ 
cial position, but if m en of less nerve, 
push, energy and sagacity had settled 
there, the development of the resources 
of that city would hav^heen correspond­ 
ingly slower. Portland, Oregon, is a 
place inhabited by men of rare public 
spirit. They bave at all tim es forced 
tbeir'tow n to a position a good deal 
ahead of the times in everything that 
goes

H is daughter Mary Jane 
interfered, and the ruffian seized her by 
the hair, dragged her across the room 
and threw her down in front of the stove 
Holding her by one hand with the other 
he 
seized a 
kettle full of boiling 
water and began to pour it on her body 
Tee girl screamed, but her brutal father 
emptied every drop of boiling water in 
the kettle upon her before he stopped. 
Eta- cries brought up other tenants, who, 
wflun they saw what the brute had done, 
called a policeman and had him arrested. 
The mother sat stupidly looking on at 
her daughter being scalded, never inter­ 
fering to save her. 
The girl is so badly 
burned that her recovery is doubtful.

Dr. Crosby, the first witness, de­ 
scribed the nature of the wound and 
added that Mrs. Donnelly was entirely 
ont of danger. 
Mrs. Donnelly then tes­ 
tified as to the facts of the assault, and 
the court took a recess. 
In the afternoon Nurse Donnelly said 
Mrs. Hamilton took out of her trunk the 
knife with which the cutting was done, 
Mrs. Hamilton called her a vile name 
and she demanded its being taken back, 
which she refused to do. 
She then left 
the house and on her return found that 
Hamilton’s trousers had been cut in the 
right knee, and his coat split down the 
back. The knife and garm ents were 
both offered in evidence. 
Mr. H am ilton’s testimony went to 
show particularly that the nurse was 
very abusive towards Mrs. Hamilton. 
The rent in his coat he explained by the 
fact that early in the day on which the 
stabbing occurred, they had a family 
quarrel. The nurse was very aggressive. 
A parasol was also broken by the de 
fendant. 
Sue wanted a greater sum of 
money than he was willing to allow her 
on separation. 
Defendant had showed 
him bruises and^ scratches inflicted by 
the nurse. 
• Mrs. Hamilton testified th at her hus­ 
band upheld the nurse, and that she (the 
nurse) was very abusive to her. She 
threw her on the • bed and placed her 
linee on witness’ stom ach; then the 
knife, which was lying on the bed, was 
used by witness in self-defense. 
She stated that she first met Ham il­ 
ton four or five years ago at Mrs. 
Brown’s, in New York, being accom­ 
panied by Miss Bader. 
She afterwards 
met Hamilton on the street, and finally 
he called upon her. Neither of her par­ 
ents were living, and she had money left 
her by her father. She said she was no 
relation to Mrs. Swinton, but met her in 
a hoarding house at No. 10 East Twenty- 
eighth street, where she also met Josh 
Mann. She was married last January to 
Mr. Hamilton, but declined answering if» 
she had been married before or was the 
mother of baby Beatrice. 
Mrs. H amilton said she was afraid to 
call her life her own during the time Mrs. 
Donnelly was in her employ. The nurse 
neglected the baby and drank a great 
deal. 
The nurse had made several 
threats against her life prior to the en­ 
counter in which the witnes stabbed her. 
Before the encounter the curse had at­ 
tempted to assault her with a whiskey 
bottle. 
Hamilton put the woman out of 
the room, but she soon returned scream 
ing, "L et m e at h er!” and a fight en­ 
sued. 
The physician called to attend Nurse 
Donnelly said she was under the influ­ 
ence of liquor when he came. 
Mr. Elizabeth Rupp, proprietress of 
the Noll cottage, was present when Mm 
Hamilton attem pted tip assault the’nurse 
with an infant’s bath tub. 
Mrs. H am il­ 
ton made the rem ark in her presence, 
"R ay Hamilton, yon will have me sent 
to the gallows yet.”

THE GRADES OF CERTAIN STREETS IN TOE
